Dear Mr. Hoch: 

This is in reply to your letter of July 31, 1971. 

The following information is furnished in response to your requests 
concerning the records of the War ren Commission in which you are 
interested: 

1. Commission Document 653- This document is withheld from 
research as part of an investigatory file compiled for law enforce- 
ment purposes (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (i) (7)) because it might 
reveal confidential sources of information. 

2. The withheld part of the Office of Naval Intelligence file 
on Oswald. The pages withheld from research in Commission Docu- 
ment 110 among this material have been made available for research 
by the 1970 review. Copies can be furnished to you if you want 
them. The remaining material from the GNI file Is withheld from 
research as records specifically required by Executive order to be 
kept secret in the interest of the national defense or foreign 
policy (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (o) (l)) because it relates to 
Intelligence and internal security matters and as part of investi- 
gatory files complied for law enforcement purposes (5 U.S.C. 552, 
subsection (b) (7)) which might reveal confidential sources of 
information . 

3. The FBI memorandum of September 14, 1954, which was an 
enclosure to Mr. Hoover's letter of September 21, 1964 (Commission 
Exhibit 3146) ; Secret Service Control No. 773. Mr. Rowley's 
letter of January 0 , 1964 , to Mr. Rankin concerning the Secret 
Service files; and u. the "public file 1 ' on Cm. -.11 of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, referred to in Chairman 
Willis' letter of February 3, 19°4. We have’ been unable to locate 
these Items among the records of the Commission. If the agencies 
which created these records will send us copies of them at your 
request, with permission to make the records available for research, 
we shall be pleased to grant you access to them. 
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Items 8-11 are withheld from research by the National Archives on its 
wn responsibility in accordance with the letter of Mr. Wozeneraft to 
r. rahr.er to which you refer. In the Foreword to its Resort’, the 
Commission stated that it was committing its records "to the'- National 
Archives where they can be permanently preserved under the rules and 
^regulations of the National Archives and applicable Federal law." 

We have administered the records in accordance with this statement.
